Funerals sadden Easter season 
in tornado-stricken communities

The paradox of Robbins’ 
deferred dreams is this; Outside 
the plant’s gates sit burned-out, 
abandoned clapboard houses 
with narrow front yards that are 
used as illicit dumps by passers- 
by. Like the aftermath of a hell- 
ish parade, streams of trash, rub- 
ber tires, broken furniture and 
plastic bottles lie scattered only a 
few feet away from a state-of-the- 
art, S38S million-do liar waste dis- 
posal. The city cannot easily 
afford to dean up the mess. 

Executives from Foster 
Wheeler left their 1988 meeting 
with Robbins’ elected offidals 
slightly stunned, but clearly 
intrigued by the possibilities. 

Foster Wheeler officials did 
the math and calculated that a 
taxpayer subsidy could boost 
annual, pro fits from a plant in 
Robbins to S23 million. A deal, 
was struck. From its profits, 
Foster Wheeler would pay its 
host nearly S2 million annually in 
rent, doubling the town’s yearly 
revenue. 

But the proposal quickly 
hatched a forceful, organized 
campaign to keep the incinerator 
from ever opening in Robbins. 
Greenpeace and other environ- 
mental activists said that an 
indnerator burning 1,600 tons of 
refuse a day would release dan- 
gerous levels of mercury and 


• other pollutants. Robbins’ neigh- 
bors joined ih£ protests, arguing 
that their homes and families 
were in harm’s way. 

Foster Wheeler used its deep 
pockets to buy billboard and 
newspaper ads, and the painters’ 
caps worn by Robbins residents 
in support of the proposed facili- 
ties. Company executives assured 
residents that they planned to 
install the safest, stnteof-the art 
equipment available nt the 
Robbins plant. 

But rallies and public hearings 
were contentious, and attended 
at times by hundreds of support- 
ers and opponents. Not everyone 
from Robbins endorsed the incin- 
erator. Clergymen anti others 
decried what they characterized 
as the exploitation of a destitute 
town, desperate for development 
ofanykind. 

Environmental activists foiled 
to keep the incinerator from 
opening, but their campaign was 
two-pronged. With the help of fis- 
cally conservative Democrats and 
Republicans in the Illinois legis- 
lature, they successfully lobbied 
for a repeal of the substantive 
taxpayer subsidy — nearly S360 
million over 20 years — that 
mode the conversion of trash to 
energy so appealing in the first 
place. 

“It was a license to print 
money at taxpayer expense," 
said Jeff Tangcl, an organizer of 
the anti-burner campaign. 
“Taxpayers were paying for their 
own poisoning.’ 

The repeal, and the refusal of 
more than a dozen of Robbins’ 
neighbors to send their refuse to 
the indnerator, is causing Foster 
Wheeler to lose roughly $1 mil- 
lion a month at its Robbins oper- 
ation, according to the company. 
Bccadse Robbins’ rent payments 
from the indnerator are based on 
the incinerator’s profitability, the 
town is scheduled to collect only 
about 5400,000 of the nearly 52 
million windfall it had expected.' 

Foster Wheeler has sued the 
state, arguing that because its 
plant was under construction 
when lawmakers rescinded the 
tax incentive, the Robbins plant 
should have been “grandfa- 
thered” in. But company execu- 
tives acknowledge that they can- 
not operate indefinitely a plant 
that is losing money.

ALMATY, Kazakstan (AP) — 
They burst into the room in the ‘ 
middle of the night, faces lu'dden 
by masks, clubs gripped tight in 
their fists. The four intruders 
beat the sleeping man over the 
head. Then they turned to his 
screaming wife and hit her. 

' The attack left Pyotr Svoik, 
one of Kazakstan’s leading oppo- 
sition politicians, with a concus- 
sion and the conviction that his 
country's leaders are growing 
increasingly nervous about his 
activism. 

“They don’t know what to do 
with us,” Svoik said. 

Human rights violations are on 
the rise ncross the five former 
Soviet republics of Central Asia, 
as rulers increase their powers 
and try to muffle any opposition. 
These leaders value stability over 
democracy, and they are banking 
on the assumption that citizens of 
the region do, too. 

“For most, democracy is an 
empty word," said Nurbulat 
Masanov, a political scientist in 
Almaty. 

It also could be described as a 
foreign concept in a region that 
over the centuries never had any 
experience with democracy. 
These days,’ the conqueror 
Tamerlane is a national hero once 
more in Uzbekistan, never min’d 
his nasty habit of leaving moun- 
tains of skulls behind in the dties 
he captured in the 14th century. 

In Kyrgyzstan, considered the 
most democratic country in the 
region, the government has used

South Korea held their first 
direct government talks in almost 
four years Saturday, with both 
sides saying they hoped to ebd 
the stalemate that has trapped 
their countries in Cold War 
antagonism. 

After two hours of talks that 
South Korean officials described 
as “very sincere and friendly," 
the two sides agreed to resume 
meeting Sunday morning. 

South Korea’s top negotiator, 
Deputy Unification Minister 
Jeong Se-hyun, gave an upbeat 
assessment, saying North Korea 
appeared willing to work on 
thorny issues such as reuniting 
families divided by the animosity 
between the rival governments. 

Overtures from the govern- 
ment ofnewly elected "South 
Korean President Kim Dae-jung 
appeared to have encouraged the 
North to resume official talks 
that were suspended after the 
death of North Korean leader 
Kim H Sung in 1994. 

“North Korea is sending a posi- 
tive signal to our new govern- 
ment’s approach to the North. 
They are offering to have more 
cooperation," Jeong told 
reporters after the meeting 

At North Korea's request, 
South Korea offered to provide 
fertilizer as well as seeds and 
agricultural equipment to help 
build up North Korea’s crum- 
bling farm sector and stave off 
famine.

recommends an increase in 
employee compensation. Another 
Tirn&News item Feb. 12 indicates 
the Legislature has approved a 
$21 million pay raise for all state 
employees and also directed a fol- 
low-on $8 million or $9 million 
pay raise at a later undetermined 
date. 

This raises a question. Have all 
Transportation Department 
employees earned this pay 
Increase? I doubt it I believe pay 
raises, in general, should bo based 
on individual merit and perfor- 
mance. Our highways and other 
stntc roods represent the final 
results of their efforts on the job 
and, in my opinion, these roads 
show signs of poor design, inferior 
quality and low lifespan. 

Tho lifespan of our roads and 
highways is only Eve to lOycars 
at best, and there is a $4.1 billion 
backlog of badly needed road 
improvements. Even worse, this 
backlog is rapidly rising to an esti- 
mated $6 billion by the year 2000. 
Should all Transportation 
Department employees be given 
a pay raise far doing such shoddy 
work? I don't think so. 

I believe the Transportation 
Department engineers are very 
capable and could Hreign and 
supervise construction of long- 

chance enc^atl^u 
were available. 

In my opinion, the basic prob- 
lem is poor management and 
insufficient funds to design and 
build the highways properly. This 
could adversely affect tne atti- 
tude of tho engineers because, 
without adequate funds, they 
would essentially be required to 
do inferior design work.

Today’s youth may have outgrown 
suitability of high school teaching 


T hree great creations of 
American civilization 
in the 19th century 
were judicial review, 
the curvebail and high 
school The first two are still 
robust. However, the time is ripe 
for rethinking the third. 

For various reasons, some 
rooted in American history and 
■others reflecting recent develop- 
ments, education lias become, 
for the moment, the most salient 
social concern and therefore the 
most potent political issue. The 
world is less menacing than at 
any time since the 1920s. Social 
learning about fiscal, monetary 
and regulatory management has 
helped reduce the frequency 
and severity of business cycles. 
Demography (fewer young 
males), better policing and more 
prison cells hnve helped reduce 
crime. 

■ As a result, public attention is 
concentrated, even more than 
usual on the Jeffersonian faith 
in education as the crucial ingre- 
dient in personal independence 
and upward mobility. The focus 
of today’s anxiety is the highest 
institution from which a majori- 
ty of Americans - more than 75 
percent - graduate. It is the sea 
of denim and hormones called 
high school 

’ . America’s education debates 
usually run in deep ruts. 

Liberals want more money spent 
on schools, although there is 
scant evidence of a positive cor- . 
relation between increased 
fin a ncial inputs and increased 
cognitive outputs from schools . 
as currently constituted. More 
constructively but still inade- 
quately, conservatives call for 
mechanisms to expand parental 
choice among schools as current- 
ly constituted. 

Now comes Leon Botstein with 
a radical argument for abolish- 
ing the high school os we know 
it He argues that puberty is not 
what it once was,' therefore high 
schools should not be what they 
have beet since taking their cur-

York and editor of The Musical 
Quarterly. In his spare time he 
has written a book-length mani- 
festo, “Jefferson’s Children: 
Education and the Promise of 
American Culture," the third 
chapter of which argues that the 
American high school is “obso- 
lete." 

The problem, Botstein says, is 
that the high school was created 
for 15- to 18-year-olds who were 
still children, just approaching 
the brink of adulthood. Today 
people that age are, physiologi- 
cally and psychologically, young 
adults who pose a teaching prob- 
lem that the traditional high 
school cannot solve. 

Mddical and nutritional 
advances have changed the rela- 
tionship between chronological 
age and physical development. 
Historians estimate that during 
the fast half of the 19th century, 
menstruation began three to 
four months earlier each decade. 
The onset of puberty is substan- 
tially earlier today than a centu- 
ry ago, when the high school was 
invented. Then, says Botstein, 
the average age of the onset of 
menstruation wasbetweeri 15 j 
and 16. Today it is 13.

• practices no longer correspond 
to the freedoms and habits of 
young people’s development

Botstein believes that “linking 
learning to life in age-appropri- 
ate ways" requires “treating 
adolescents as young as 13 and 
14.more the way we do college 
students and adults and less os 
children." Actually, he wants to 
abolish junior high and he wants 
students in high school - which 
he would end nt 10th grade - 
treated better than college stu- 
dents often are, with dosses, 
including many seminars, that 
are smaller than those in grade 
schooL 

Botstein is a Roman candle of 
Ideas about curriculum reform 
and other matters, but every one 
of them likely would strain the 
sclerotic educational system’s 
capacity for adaptation. Still the 
fact that the changes he propos- 
es ore probably impossible does 
not menu that htt thinkin g In , 
wrong, or that lesser reforms will 
be satisfactory. ;

Jaquay must have one last 
reconstructive surgery to make 
the transformation from a male to

She contends she suffers from a 
; gender identity disorder, and

1 in a frustrating netherworld 
! between the sexes. 

“I do not want to live in purga- 
tory any more,” Jaquay said. 

On April 17, Jaquay plans to 


testify before a state panel that 
will help decide if sex-change 
operations should be covered by 
the Oregon Health Plan. 

Transsexualism is 688 on the list 
of 745 treatments and ailments. 
Only the top 574 arc available to 
the 270.000 low income residents 
enrolled in the plan. 

Oregon, which in February 


for assisted suicide, would not be the 
first to fund sex changes. Minnesota 
has covered such surgeries since 
1977, though lawmakers are consid- 
ering a bill to put a stop to it 

The issue has polarized the 
medical community, which is split 
on whether sex-change surgery is 
elective or corrective. 

“It’s a complex issue," said Dr, 
Kathleen Weaver, medical direc- 
tor of the Oregon Health Plan 
Policy and Research. “This is a 
real thing for these people. But 
there is also some concern that 
doing the surgery is not going to 
correct anything."

" ~ST. — ANTHONY (AP) — 
Targhee National Forest officials 
have ordered some of the eastern 
Idaho forest dosed to motorized 
off-road use while they rework a 
travel plan. 

The dosure order leaves only 7 
percent of the 1.8 million-acre 
- forest open to off-road and off- 
i trail use this summer — a signifi- 
cant decrease from last year 
when about 60 percent of. the 
Targhee was open to motorized 
cross-country use. 

However, the order docs not 
mean the forest is dosed. 

“There is still good access to 
most of the forest,” said Alan 
Silker, recreation director for the 
Targhee. 

The order is aimed at keeping 
motorized vehidcs on roads and 
trails to protect elk and some 
grizzly bear habitat, as well as 
soil, water and vegetation that 
are impacted by off-road use. 
Winter access will be largely 
unchanged, Silker said.

' po rarity protect resources until a 
; new travel plan analysis can be 
prepared for public review and 
comment.

Tough Augusta 
dampens talk of 
course as obsolete 


AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) - A year 
after being mauled by a Tiger, 
Augusta National Golf Club bit 
back, and as wedge shots slid into 
_ wat er hazards and wind gusts blew 
approaches off line, gone was the 
talk of poor, helpless Augusta. 

“The course is winning," said 
Fred Couples, who played in the 
final group Saturday. “Augusta 
National is doing what it’s sup- 
posed to do. It’s very tough. _ You 
just have to hang in there.” 

Tiger Woods' astonishing 
record-setting performance in the 
1997 Masters caused some to 
question Augusta’s viability as a 
■ championship venue. Images of 
Woods blasting drives on par- 5s to 
\vithin pitching wedge range 
stirred talk about whether the 
course needed a major overhaul. 

'Phis year , a ll that ha s changed. _ 
Tfic course is playing more than a 
stroke tougher, on average. 
Woods, playing excellent golf 
through the first two rounds, was 
seven shots behind the blistering 
pace he set last year. On Thursday 
and Friday, he was 3-undcr on 
Augusta’s four par-5s, well behind 
ids 1997 pace, and on Friday, he 
laid up on both the 13th and 15th 
holes. Last year he readied those 
par 5s in two shots easily. 

“You can’t redesign a golf 
course like this because of what I 
did last year,” Woods said. “What 
people fail to realize is that last 
year was dead calm until the last 
round. Overall, the guys played 
good last year. I just happened to 
play great. That’s not a reason to 
change a golf course.” 

Augusta National is far from a 
pristine museum piece. The 
course has undergone 76 alter- 
ations since the first Masters in 
1934. Woods lias noticed that the 
fairway bunker on the right side 
of the par-5 eighth hole used to 
require a 247-yard tee shot to 
clear. Now he must drive it 280 
yards to dear that bunker. 

Club chairman Jack Stephens 
said Augusta’s members constant- 
ly look for ways to improve the 
course, bur made no changes over 
the post year in response to 
Woods record 18-under 270 total. 
The average score of the top 10 
players, Stephens noted, was 4.7 
strokes under par, nowhere near 
the record. 

“Last year was an unusual 
year,” Stephens said. “The record 
was broken after 32 years only by 
one shot. We don’t think that’s 
any great cause for alarm.” 

Asked what he and the Augusta 
membership would do if Woods 
shoots another 270, Stephens said, 

“I suppose well anoint him."

Republicans, Democrats square off over salmon preservation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Of course we 
want to save the salmon. But let’s not get 
carried away. 

, That’s the message from two key 
Northwest Republicans who are stepping - 
up their defense of farmers, utilities,

the fish - tor Columbia' amTSnake river 
water. 

“Determining what is best for salmon, 
is an important question but it is not the 
final question," Sen. Slade Gorton, R- 
Wash., said recently. 

“The final question is how we value 
various uses of- the river and how we can 
make them as compatible as possible ond 
how we can do the best under those cir- 
cumstances to meet all those uses — 
power, flood control, transportation, irri- 
gation," he told reporters. 

Gorton, chairman of.'tbc Senate 
Appropriations interior subcommittee,' 
introduced a controversial bill earlier 
this month that would help force the 
question of how much taxpayers and 
Northwest electric ratepayers are willing 
to pay to saye the region’s salmon from 


Sen. Gordon Smith, R-Ore., says he 
intends to sign on as a co-sponsor. 

Meanwhile, two Northwest Democrats 
leading the cause far salmon protection 
--^WashingroirSenrPntty-Mnmry-Hnd 
Oregon Rep. Elizabeth Fume — say they 
will op po se the G orton measure. 


“I think we sho^BTHo as much as we 
can to snve Columbia River salmon," 

Smith said. “But I do^hink there are some 
other values we should not just wash 
down river with little basis for proving the 
removal of these dams will help the fish. 

“I hope the Congress would never get 
to the point where we would sacrifice the 
multitude of values that these da m s on 
the river bring to the region for the sake 
of one of those values, 1 ? be said. 

Furse accused Gorton of trying to 
undermine. ongoing efforts to save the 
region’s salmon, several spedes of which 
hove been listed as endangered or threat- 
ened since 1991. 

“By introducing this legislation, 

Senator Gorton is ready to exclude 

. options that scientists tell ua mayjrevait^ out to. sea thap they. _ v 
the fish from going extinct," Furse said. their exposure to predator s. In a d d i ti o n . 



. His bill would require congressional 
i Approval of any plan to demolish or dra- 
matically alter hydropower dams on the 
Snake and Columbia rivers, even if a fed- 
eral judge ruled such action was neces- 
sary to prevent government violation of 
the Endangered Species Act. 


The huge dams that provide cheap 
hydroelectric power for much of the 
Northwest have transformed onoe-free- 
fl owing rivers into a series of slack-water 
reservoir pools divided by the mamm oth 
concrete structures. 

The slower water flows mean young 
salmon spend a lot longer more migrating 


many young fish are killed trying to pass 
* the dams’ p ower-generating tor- 


Adult heading upstream to spawn

Some environmentalists insist that 
removing the dams or dropping water lev- 
els to allow faster, more natural flows is 
the only wiqr to restore salmon runs. They 
say the barging and trucking now used to 
get fish around the dams is doing more 


While removal of d ams still appears 
unlikely, the National Marine Fisheries 
Service is co n s i de ri ng dramatic reduc- 


tions in reservoir levels. It is schpd uled to 
make its first formal decision next year 
on such a drawdown, timed to aid ocean- 
bound young fish. 

-The salmon’s champions may -falter, as 
such decisions are debated and made. 

Furse, perhaps the loudest defender of

egation, is retiring at the end of this 
term.

gressional approval.

Rural Montana community of 600 searches desperately for a pharmacist 


BROADUS, Mont. (AP) — .The only 
pharmacist in a 17 , 000 *quare-mile area of 
southeastern Montana is preparing to 
retire, and the community is desperately 

searching for a replacement . 

Broadus pharmacist Doug Ams, who 
recently turned 68, will retire May 1. But 
so for, the town of 600 has found no one 
willing to take his place. 

“We have searched all over. Including 
on the Internet,” Broadus merchant Lfiny 
Woolston said. The town has advertised 


and South Dakota and recentlysufr 
scribed to a service in contact with people 
who wont to move to the state. 

Woolston has received a few tngutfg 
from as far away as Kentucky to the wst 
and Washington to the west. But so far, 


there have been no talofrs for the job. 

“When people, want to relocate to 
Montana, they usually have seen a movie 
like ‘A River Runs Through It,’ and want 
mountains," Woolston laid. Broadus is on 
the eastern plains; deer and antelope 
abound,' but 'the Rocky Mountains are far 
away. ' " 

If the Broadus pharmacy doses, the 
closest pharmacist would be in Miles City, 
75 miles to the north. A little farther away 
are Belle Fourche, SB., and Gi ll ett e, Wyo. 

People could have medicines mai led to 
them from Miles City, but bad weather 
could delay their arrival And even nor- 
mal deli very could take a day or two. 

And the closing likely would have a rip- 
ple effect on health care throughout the

And if the clinic has to dose, Stoddard 
doesn’t know bow long the nursing home 
would last. 

The town isn’t just concerned about 
health care in the absence of a pharma- 
cist. If residents have to have prescrip- 
tions fillei in another town, that would be 
coe more piece of business leering town, 


Woolston said. In the long run, it could 
hurt every Broadus business. 

If a full-time replacement for Ams isn’t 
found by May 1, Woolston hopes to keep 
the pharmacy going with part-time phar- 
macists driving in from Miles City and 
Wyoming. But if a pharmacist still hasn’t 
been hired by late summer, he may have 
to close the pharmacy, which is located in 
'his supermarket. 

Being a pharmacist in Broadus has its 
advantages. He or she doesn’t have to 
work weekends or most holidays. The 
town has a low crime rate, good schools 
and is in the middle of great hunting and . 
fishing. 

“For those of us who live here, it’s hard 
to understand why someone wouldn’t 
want to take the job,” Woolston said.

“They are not moving up," 
Grice said. “They’re staying

As tiresome as it might sound 
by now, El Nino is a factor, though 
its influence on North. America 
ordinarily wanes in the spring and 
though it is all but impossible to 
blame it for any one storm. Well 
over a year since its onset, El Nino 
continues to brew warn water in' 
the equatorial Pacific and to cre- 
ate dijnatic upheaval, said 
. Vernon Kousky, the El Nino spe- 
cialist with the Climate Prediction 
Center. 


“El Nino is os strong as ever," 
he said. 

It simply cannot get any 
warmer, he added. Water temper- 
atures are not as much above nor- 
mal as they were during the win- 
ter, simply because the average 
temperatures are now higher with 
the change of seasons.

The jet stream and El Nino 
could well form their own support 
group. As is El Nino, the jet 
stream is often misunderstood 
‘ and blamed for almost everything - 
bad thnt happens. Jet streams are 
bands of high-speed winds embed- 
ded with even higher-speed 
winds, sometimes os nigh as 200 
rnp-h. 

Storms form beneath jet 
streams and move along their cun 
rents. The strong winds of the jet

After tornado, Alabama community travels path of recovery, renewal

OAK GROVE, Ala. — Allen 
Cunningham was on his way to 
Oak Grove High School to pick up 
his daughter from cheerleading 
practice when a killer tornado 
struck this rural community out- 
side Birmingham. 

"I could hear it coming,” re- 
called Cunningham, who changed 
directions to avoid the storm’s 
path, hoping to reach the school 
on a back road. But he was 
stopped 'by sheriffs deputies, who 
told him the school had been hit 
and the road to it was impassable. 

“They said I couldn't go in 
there," Cunningham said, “but 
then someone said the girls were 
still In there, so I yelled, Tm com- 


ing through, 1 " and he and the 
school's principal, Alan Pruden, 
who also had just arrived, ran the 
100 yards to the building. - 

“The gym was gone," Cunning- 
ham said. “I was frantic, and I 
panicked, until someone told me 
the girls had been taken to a con- 
venience store down the road." 

There, moments later, Cunning- 
ham and his daughter, Vicki, 14, 
were reunited. 

“He gave me a big hug,” Vicki 
said Friday, as she and her father 
returned to the school to view the 
devastation. 

Vicki, a tiny four-foot-some- 
thing, said she and her six cheer- 
ing squad mates were just finish- 
ing practice Wednesday night 
when “the lights went out and a 


siren went off." 

“We dove to the Door, and then 
I heard the walls crack," Vicki 
said, “so I threw my backpack 
over some other kids.” 

After a minute of “keeping my 
eyes shut and holding a hand” -of 
another girl, Vicki looked up “and 
saw the roof was down on us."

“All 
you will have to-do is be crucified, rise 


again the third day and get the world to 
believe you are still alive.

Said Monte Carlson, outgoing Twin 
Falls Stake President in the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, ’This 
year we are studying the Old Testament 
and we are tnllring about Abraham tak-

I mean, these are all nice people and ■ 
they might even still go to church once in 
a while. But one wonders why the world 
needs this historical scholarship. They, say 
their work will strengthen people’s faith 
because it will get them into their Bibles 
again. But as another scholar told me, 
“Faith in what?” In effect, they have gut- 
tcd.the Bible of meaning. 

What we have left of Jesus, after the 
Jesus Seminar finishes with him, is a half- 
crazed Jewish zealot wandering a barren 
desert. He is arrested for preaching ideas 
contrary to the prevailing religion. Then . 
he is tortured and killed in the most 
degrading way. I know that’s not your idea 
of the kind of God ybu want. That is also 
not the kind of divine being I would wor- 
ship. 

But this isn’t about facts— it’s about 
faith, and that is a mysterious concept. Do 
we bdieve because we have proof? Or do 
we believe precisely because we do not 
' have all the facts? 

Not having the facts makes faith not 
only possible but necessary. There would 
be no religion If we had all the facts. For 
instance, Buddhists believe Buddha 
emerged at birth talking a blue streak. In 
every religion there are things we might 
call into question. 

In the end, we will sec that the Jesus 
Seminar was probably necessary and that 
it enlightened us at least a bit In fact,’this 

• stuff is f asdnnting, and if y ou wa tched the 
“Fron (line” p rogram this week, you know 
for yourself how puzzling and complex his- 
tory can be. 

So let’s not get too excited. For 
Christians, the resurrection really hap- 
pened. If you feel it’s important to believe 
in a bodily resurrection, go ahead. What it 
boils down to is whom ybu will believe — 
the people who lived at the time Jesus 
was alive or a band of theological scholars 
who are digging in an obscure history.

TWIN FALLS - “The doctors said 
they couldn’t see any way I could live," 
said Dale Davis, 65, of Twin Falls.

The tornadoes ripped buildings 
apart, hurled vehicles into houses, 
tossed people from their homes, 
and shredded trailer parks. 
Stunned residents were left to 
wonder how they would piece 
their lives back together.

While this cannot continue, the 
outlook for the coming week is 
disturbing, said Gory Grice, a tor- 
nado expert with the govern- 
ment's Stonp Prediction Center. 
The computers see a strong possi- 
bility of more severe storms across • 
populated regions ofrrtie Deep 
South. 

That would be unusual. Ordi- 
narily, the tornado zone should be 
migrating north by now, into less- 
populated areas of the Plains, the 
experts say. 

But the tornadoes are not coop- 
erating. 

“They are not moving up," 
Grice said. “They're staying 
south." 

As tiresome as it might sound 
by now, El Nino is a factor, though 
its influence on North, America 
ordinarily wanes in the spring and 
though it is all but impossible to 
blame it for any one storm, Well 
over a year since its onset, El Nino 
continues to brew warm water in'

The warm air 
leads to storminess that incites 
the jet stream, the upper-level 
west-to-east wind that carries 
weather to and across the United 
States, 

The jet stream and El Nino 
could well form their own support 
group. As is El Nino, the jet 
stream is often misunderstood 
- and blamed faralmost e v er yth ing - 
bad that happens. Jet streams are 
bonds of high-speed winds embed- 
ded with even higher-speed 
winds, sometimes os high as 200 
m.ph.

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Winter shuttle 
service from Boise 
proves fruitful

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SUN VALLEY - The owner of a pas- 
senger van service between Boise and 
_ Sun Valley labeled his first .winter sea* 
son a success. 

In this case, success meant breaking 
even and not having to ask local busi- 
nesses for subsidies. 

Rich Petersen said the 10 Sun Valley 
Express vans made the run to and from 
the Boise airport six times a day with an 
average of four people a trip. 

“We just barely broke even," Petersen 
said. “We’re doing it again next year, so I 
guess that tells you how we feel" 

Petersen said a deal struck with the 
Sun Valley-Ketchum Chamber of 
Commerce Transportation Committee 
guaranteed him some funding to prevent 
a total, loss this winter. But the business 
owners who agreed to pledge money to 
the fledgling passenger-van company 
won’t have to chip in after alL 

That's good news to local hotels and 
companies on the pledge list. It’s not 
really news to Petersen. He figured the 
shuttle service would hold its own. 

“Maybe it was positive thinking but I 
expected us to do about as well as we 
did,” Petersen said. 

A. kitty of 510,000 contributed by the 
chamber didn’t hurt, either. 

“We marketed our new transportation 
service with advertising placed in publi- 
cations around the West, and the local 
hotel properties were instrumental in 
helping to market the shuttle,” chamber 
Director Carol Waller said. “There’s a 
dear demand for the service.” 

Boise’s airport became a target for 
tourist travel after Horizon Air discontin- 
ued flights into the Hailey airport, she 
said. 

“We needed another way to bring peo- 
-ple to Sun Valley, so wc looked into 
ground transportation," Waller said. 

The Transportation Committee of 
seven b u s ines s owners in the resort area 
i dentifi ed a nked for small buses run- 
ning frequently. Sun Valley Stages, a 40- 
passenger. bus line operatinfi.between . 
Boise and Sun Valley for the past 28 
years, already provided ground trans- 
portation, although fewer than six times 
a day.

Single employees say their needs are neglected help all employees solve their problems

CHICAGO — Back in the era of The 
Man’ in the Gray Flannel Suit, little 
thought was given to who stayed home 
with side kids or rushed home to relieve 
the baby sitter. 

In the lost two decades, though, as 
women entered the labor force in record 
numbers, Corporate America realized it 
could no longer ignore the reality that 
* employees needed help juggling the 
demands of work and family. 

So a laundry list of policies — some 
endorsed by Congress — were instituted 
to acknowledge people had lives outside 
the office that sometimes spilled into 
their professional lives. 

But now, as that notion has become 
almost commonplace in many work set- 
tings, another movement is brewing: 
Some child-free employees say that the 
pendulum has swung too far, that they 
' are not getting equal treatment as their 
diaper-changing, car pool-driving col- 
leagues. It's not that they object to a 
more family- friendly workplace, it’s just 
that they’re not sure employers realize 


that they need support, too. 

—Single people and employees without 
dependent children — who make up 
two-thirds of the U.S. labor force — also 
have doctor appointments, home repairs 
and family obligations. They often can’t 
work overtime or travel at a moment’s 
notice, yet, without. the ready-made 
excuse of kids, according to surveys and 
other research, they often feel they 
can’t refuse without risking a demerit 
by their names. 

As a result of the backlash, some com- 
panies are taking note of the friction, 
revamping their benefits packages to be 
more sensitive to the needs of childless 
employees. Even the name has been 
changed from work/family issues to the 
more politically correct umbrella terra 
of “work/life issues.” 

Chrysler, for example, recently over- 
hauled its reimbursement programs to 
create a $4,000 “career life” allocation 
for employees for expenses related to 
child care and adoption, os well os elder 
care. Workers without children or sick 
relatives can transfer any balance to 
their retirement accounts. 


“We recognized that we needed to 
help all employees solve their problems 
outside work,” said Megan Giles, 
spokesman for the automaker. 
“Whatever we can do helps employees 
keep their heads in the game once they 
get here." 

In another case, Texas Instruments, as 
a nod to younger workers, recently 
added three’extra vacation days for 
first-year employees. 

Mary Young, a Boston University 
researcher who recently completed a 
two-year study on work/family backlash, 
found that even the presence of a for- 
mal policy doesn’t guarantee equity. 
“Employees perceive that actual prac- 
tices regarding work time and time- 
awny-from work vary greatly across the 
organization, depending cm the employ- 
ee’s life status and gender, the job, the 
work cycle and the supervisor’s personal 
experience,” she concluded. 

“There is definitely a grass-roots feel- 
ing building among child-free employ- 
ees that they don’t have the same rights 
as parents ~ that treatment is not equi- 
table," said Cynthia Elsener, 34, who is

Cash-based businesses and occu- 
pations (restaurant employees, 
cab drivers) arc more likely to be 
audited because cash is easier to 
conceal; keep your nose clean 
and declare all your tips and 
cash payments. The problem 
with “forgetting" income is that 
by the time the tax agencies 
catch it, you’ll probably owe for 
more in penalties and interest 
than you “saved" in taxes. 

• If you're self-employed, be a 
Boy Scout. Make sure you can 
account for every dime that 


enters your bank accounts and 

keep scrupulous, records. 

Because self-employed people' 
have more opportunities to 
chea t, the IRS is more likel y to 


• Itemize with care. If you file 
a Schedule A, you’re more likely 
to get audited. Make sure you 
can bock up every deduction. 

• Avoid creative accountants. 
This includes “refund mills” that 
promise big refunds before 
reviewing yotir return. Once the 
IRS is tipped off that a tax pre- 
parer is bending the rules, it may 
start reviewing all that prepar- 
er’s returns. 

• Explain the unusual. The 
IRS is more likely to audit com- 
plex investment and business 
transactions that aren’t clearly 
described. Big deductions that 
seem out of proportion to your 
income, such as a large charita- 
ble gift, should be explained ds 
welL 

• Don’t represent yourself. If 
you are audited, consider send- 
ing a qualified, IRS-sawy tax 
preparer to represent you, advis- 
es Marty Kaplan, the CPA 
author of “What the IRS Doesn’t 
Want You to Know." Many tax- 
payers turn a routine audit into a 
crisis by talking too much and 
saying the wrong things, he 
writes. 


several helpful guides. Some of 
the best-selling ones include 
“J.K. Leaser's Your Income Tax 
1998" ($14.95), “The Ernst Sc 
Young Tax Guide 1998" ($15.95), 
“The American Express Tax 
Guide 1998” ($1235) and “Taxes 
for Dummies" ($14.99). 

These resources are best used 
when you have a few, fairly stan- 
dard questions. If your taxes are 
complex, if you have a raftload of 
questions or if you need help fil- 
ing out a form line by line, con- 
sider looking for a tax preparer 
to help you. 

Need a tax preparer? Chances 
are that most certified public 
accountants, enrolled agents 
and other full-time tax prepara- 
tion professionals are booked 
solid. For future reference, you 
can call the National Association 
of Enrolled Agents at (800) 424- 
4339. (Enrolled agents are tax 


specialists who are authorized to 
represent taxpayers before the 
IRS.) You can troll the phone 
bbok for accountants and CPAs; 
look for those who specialize in 
preparing individual tax 
returns. 

Your best bet may be H&R 
Block, Jackson Hewitt and other 
tax preparation chains. Check in 
your local phone books or use the 
office locators at their Web sites 
(www.handrblock.com and 
www.jacksonhcwitt.com, for 
example). Prices start at $25. 

Make sure your tax preparer is 
qualified to do business in you 
state. In California, for example, 
if the preparer is not an attorney, 
CPA or enrolled agent, he or she 
must have a certificate from the 
California Tax Education 
Council. This ensures the prepar- 
er meets minimum education 
requirements and is covered by a ' 


$5,000 bond. 

Several CPAs offer online tax 
preparation services that include 
personal phone consultation and 
- a-Q&A. format.. Returns, arc. . 
moiled to you by two-day deliv- 
ery, so you have to get crackin’. 
-Sites-include CPA-1040- at— 
www.cpal040.com, TaxLogic at 
www.taxlogic.com and Tax 
Wizard at www.taxwizard.com. 
Ibices start at $75 with addition- 
al charges for each form. 

You can also figure and file 
your return using tax software, 
including the popular TurboTax 
or TaxCut IRS spokesman Chris 
Conley said he prepared his 1040 
with a Schedule A for itemized 
deductions in less than a minute. 
Using a computer also helps 
reduce a big audit flag: math 
errors. 

“Our No. 1 problem is math 
errors," Conley said. “It really 
helps eliminate those when you 
use a computer.” 

Need a fast refund? Opt for 
direct deposit, which allows the 
IRS and the FTB to plunk your 
check directly into your bonk 
account. 

Some people worry about the 
check going awry, or shy away 
from direct deposit because they 
don’t want the IRS to know their 
bank account numbers, said Joni 
Tcrens, a Santa Ana enrolled 
agent. The fact that a check is 
more likely to be stolen in the 
mail, and that the IRS already 
knows their account numbers — 
thanks to 1099s and other report- 
ing forms — often fails to reas- 
sure them, she said. 

Electronic filing can also speed 
your refund by one or two weeks 
and is required by the state if 
you want direct deposit. 

Consumer advocates advise 
against applying for one of those 
“instant refund” loans offered by 
some tax preparation chains. The 
implicit interest rates can be 
huge; it's far better to wait a few 
extra days. 

Next year, tiy to file early. Tax 
preparers notice refunds come a 
lot quicker for returns filed in 
February than for returns filed 
during the April crush. 

Need more time? You can get a 
four-month extension from the 
feds by filing Form 4868. But that 
is only an extensions on filing — 
you still have to estimate and pay 
any taxes owed.

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stocks chosen by a professional 
manager. When you own a share 
in a fund, you own pieties of all 
the stocks in the portfolio. While 
I think it's a good idea to own 
three or four funds, it’s possible 
— even prudent — to own just 
one. But which fund? That is this 
week's question, both Tor invest- 
ment novices and for more sea- 
soned mavens who want to pon- 
der an interesting intellectual 
question. 

Here is what I want in just- 
one-fund: relatively low risk; 
broad exposure to stocks, includ- 
ing at least a few international 
ones; strong, consistent perfor- 
mance; and a seasoned manager. 
I'd like to beat the market but 
with fewer unsettling dips. The 
ideal fund would not be too big. 
New research from Momingstnr 
Mutual Funds shows that returns 
decline as oversized large-cap 
funds (but, curiously, not smali- 
cap funds) grow to behemoths. 
Also, expenses should be reason- 
able and turnover (which boosts 
tax bills) relatively low. 

One of the few funds that 
meets these criteria is Dreyfus 
Disciplined Stock (DDS; 1-800- 
645-6561), which has two of my 
favorite words in its title.

I’ll get to the “disciplined" 
pan of the title in a second, but, 
first, the performance: At risk 
levels lower than the market as a 
whole, DDS (as well call it) has 
returned 50.3 percent over the 
past year, or slightly better than 
the Standard St Poor’s 500-Stock 
Index at 48.9 percent. Over the 
past three years, DDS has 
-•-returned 33Jr-percent ys.33.2 
percent for the SScP; over the 
past five, 22.9 percent vs. 23.2 
percent. DDS is also nearly a full 
point better than the SAcP over 
10 years. 

That is a remarkable record, 
when you consider that the aver- 
age growth-and-income fund, the 
category into which DDS falls, 
has returned between three and 
six percentage points less than 
thcS&P. 

Also, despite its fine figures, 
DDS is relatively unknown. Total 


assets are $1.7 billion — up from 
just $222 billion in 1994, before 
the Dreyfus-Mellon deal, but far 
below the likes of Fidelity 
Growth and Income ($37 billion) 
or Investment Co. of Amcrjca 
($40 billion). There’s no load, 
and expenses are about 1.0 per- 
cent annually — 20 percent 
below average, according to the 
Value Line Mutual Fund 
Survey. 

Mullins turns over his portfo- 
lio slower than the typical fund 
manager — at a rate of 65 per- 
cent annually, rather than dose 
to 100 percent. In other words, 
he holds the typical stock for 18 
months,, whichis still joo briefly^ • 
f array taste! 

The other attraction of DDS is. 
that it’s roughly equally bal- 
anced between growth stocks, 
which arc fast-moving compa- 
nies that investors arc bidding 
up, and value stocks, which arc 
being shunned by the market 
and fetch bargain prices. 

A good mutual fund portfolio 
should include at least one value 
fund and one aggressive growth 
fund, but, with DDS, you get 
both in a single package.

New carrier hopes to fill void 
as Las Vegas air traffic declines 


US VEGAS (AP) — For nearly 
u decade, Las Vegas gambling 
moguls have bet on the “Field of 
Dreams" axiom — they built it 
• and people came. 

Now, faced with a 25 percent 
increase in hotel roams aver three 
years and declining air traffic, the 
question isn’t “Will they come?" 
out “How will they get here?” 

Since the opening of The 
Mirage in November 1989, Las 
Vegas has experienced a multibll- 
Ilon-dollar explosion af megarc- 
sorts, with room inventory jump- 
ing from 67,391 to the current 
105347. Some 6,000 rooms hnvc 
come on line the past year, with 
' 20,000 more expected the next 
two years. 

The visitor volume jumped 15.6 
percent after the opening of The 
Mirage, and 19.9 percent after the 
opening of the Luxor, Treasure 
2- Island and MGM Grand hotcl-casi- 
nos in late 1993.'Sincc then, vol- 
umo growth has dropped to less 
~ than 3 percent annually, pushing 
room occupancy rates from the 
lower 90s to the upper 80s. 

Exacerbating the problem in 
- recent months has been a decline 
in airline traffic here for the first 
| time sint* 1984 as major airlines 
cut back' bn Las Vegas flights in 
favor of more lucrative business 
routes. 

Airline traffic was down 43 per- 
cent at McCarran International 
Airport the first two months of 
1998, compared to the same peri- 
od a year ago. America West 
Airlines reported a drop of 13.8 
pcrcont in February and 
Southwest Airlines was down 13 
percent. The two airlines arc 
responsible for 53 percent of the 
scheduled airline passenger traffic 
into Las Vegas. 

Mike Conway, a co-founder and 
former chief executive officer of 
America West, says he saw the 
problem coming two years ago. 


He’s dose to completing $50 mil- 
lion in financing for a new airline 
that will focus on Las Vegas traf- 
fic, particularly long-hau 
from the East Coast. 


“The Vegas philosophy 
been ’If you build it, they 


has 

will 


come,’ " Conway said, reftaring to 
the famous film line. “If you build 
it, they’ll want to come. They 
won’t necessarily be able to get 
here." 

Conway hopes to hnvc his new 
airline operating by the fourth 
quarter of this year, using four 
Boeing 757s with 175 scats each. 
His goal is to expand to a fleet of 
12 757s by the end of the first 
operating year, 40 by the end of 
the fifth year. He says the four 
jets would generate 46,600 new 
Las Vegas passengers monthly; 
tho 12 would bring in 126,000 
monthly. 

The passenger count at 
McCarran was down 35,000 in 
February — 2,345,720 this year 
compared with 2,380,764 in 
February 1997. 

Conway’s initial focus is on four 
major Las Vegas markets — Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, New York 
City and Miami. He plans to 
expand service to nine more ddes 
by tho end of the first year, adding 
Seattle, Denver, Chicago, Detroit, 
Boston, Newark, Atlanta, Orlando 
and Tampa. His goal is to be in 22 
major mnrkea by the fifth year of 
operation. 

Las Vegas’ decrease in airline 
traffic began in lotc 1997, and the 
outlook Isn’t rosy. 

“I don’t see anything on the 
horizon that is going to change 
that dramatically,” said Randall 
Walker, director of the Clark 
County Deportment of Aviation. 

Conway agrees. 

“The airlines today are in a 
golden age of profitability," he 
said in an interview at his office a 
mile west of the Las Vegas Strip. 


“In order to sustain that, it’s high- 
ly unlikely they'll switch to lower- 
yield markets." 

Sen. Richard Bryan, D-Nev., a 
member of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, hopes he can come up 
with some answers when ho holds 
a hearing on tho issue here April 
16. The meeting will indude air- 
line, resort and tourism execu- 
tives. 

“Business fares .arc much higher 
than recreational fares, so with 
the economy soaring, the airlines 
have shifted enpadty to business 
routes, and that has hurt our air 
service in Los Vegas," Bryan said. 

“WcVc talked to airline people 
and their point is that this is a 
business driven by how to maxi- 
mize their profits for their share- 
holders, and business travd gener- 
ates more revenue." Bryan said. 
“This is not a case of lack of confi- 
dence in Las Vegas." 

Bryan said the dty also needs to 
rc-cncrgize its charter market and 
work to generate moro interna- 
tional travel — a move that 
involves diplomatic hurdles. He 
said the city cleared one on 
Wednesday with the announce- 
ment that Northwest Airlines was 
adding direct service between Los 
Vegas and Tokyo. 

“The proposed new carrier is 
part of the equation as well," • 
Bryan said of Conway's compa- 
ny. “It would provide service to 
markets wo think are under- 
served." 

Walker believes at some point 
someone will step forward to fill 
the current void, and believes 
Conway’s concept “will be help- 
ful." 

Conway said his company’s goal 
is to restore lost business, not take 
business away from existing Las 
Vegas carriers. 

“Our success is not dependent 
on taking market share from other 
carriers," Conway said.

From 1940 to 1947, the island 
was occupied by the U.S. Navy, 
which dredged a channel, built a .

and constructed a 6,000-foot run- 
way. 

The island has been uninhabit- 
ed since 1951.

$50,000 nationwide is likely to 
pay nearly $60,000 in San Jose, 
Calif., but only $41,400 in 
Brownsville, Texas. In Charlotte, 
N.C., that same job would likely 
pay $50,005, just at the national 
average. Mercer said such region- 
al variations can moke it hard to 
determine employees’ compensa- 
tion when they’re transferred 
from one port of the country to 
another.

NEW YORK (AP) — Japan 
intervened in foreign 
exchange markets Friday for 
the second consecutive day, 
plunging the dollar in early 
trading nearly 4 yen in an 
attempt to help stabilize the 
Japanese economy. ' 

During thin holiday trading, 
the dollar ended mixed though 
only marginally changed 
against major currencies, 
Trading was heaviest during 
Asian trading hours, with 
European markets closed or 
only partially opened Friday. 
Monday is another holiday in 
Europe. 

U.S. financial markets were 
closed for Good Friday obser* 
vances although most banks 
were open, making for thin 
trading in the United States.

Co-workers eating sparks smelly situation

Q: My co- worker drives me 
nuts. Even though we have an 
employee cafeteria, he regu- 
larly eats foul-smelling food 
at his desk. 1 want to ask him 
to stop, but I can't think of a 
good way" to do it. If I don’t 
find a solution soon, Tm going 
to smack him. 

A: First, no hitting. If you 
club him over the head with 
your phone handset, you may 
be the. one eating foul- 
smelling food — in tli e county 
lockup. 

Second, because you 
haven’t asked him to stop, he 
probably doesn’t know he’s 
grossing you out. The trick to 
resolving your problem is to 
find a gentle way of voicing 
your concerns without alien- 
ating him. 

“Start out by saying, "I’ve 
noticed you’ve been eating at 
your desk.’ That is behavior 
you can agree upon,” says 
Mimi Hull, a licensed psychol- 
ogist who specializes in 
human relations in the work- 
place. “Then say, 'When you 
eat at your desk, I smell the 
food, and I find it unpleasant. 
I would prefer that you cat 
someplace else.’ That way you 
define the situation, you say 
how you feel and you say 


what you want.” 

If he doesn’t get the point, 
you could ask a supervisor to 
help you resolve the problem. 

“Be prepared for the worst- 
case scenario," Hull says. 
“That means you may have to 
live with it." Or at the least 
get a new desk assignment. 

Another strategy would be 
to invite him to lunch. After 
all, he might eat at his desk 
because he doesn’t have any- 
one to eat with. You don’t 
even have to go to a restau- 
rant. You can take your 
brown bags and go outside 
and eat on a bench. 
Evchtually, he might start to 
enjoy his lunchtime breaks 
away from the office and stop 
fouling your workstation. 

Want teen-agers on the pay- 
roll? Try offering flexible 
hours and a shuttle bus to 
work, a University of Central 
Florida study says. 

Since turnover among 
theme-park workers averages 
200 percent d year, employers 
should make at least some 
effort to keep workers happy, 
says Ady Milmnn, an associ- 
ate professor in UCFs hospi- 
tality management depart- 
ment. “By improving working 
conditions and meeting the 
needs of ' teen workers, 
employers can cut that rate 


down," he says. 

Last summer Milman sur- 
veyed 250 working and n 


Half of those surveyed were 
still working their first jobs. 
The other half had left their 
previous jobs because of poor 
pay, conflicts with supervisors 
or because of school work. 

Not surprisingly, the study 
showed teens like working for 
well-respected companies 
that have dear rules and pro- 
cedures and a friendly work 
force. They also liked earning 
paychecks from companies 
that were dose to home, or 
that offered transportation 
services that made it easier 
for careless teens to get to 
work.

For every $1 a permanent,

: QTXn approach retirement, at 
what point should I begin changing 
my investment portfolio from a 
growth-style emphasizing stocks to a 
fixed-income style focused On 
bonds? 

A: There used to be an easy rule of 
thumb: Subtract your age from 100 
and use the result as the percentage 
of your portfolio that should be invest- 
ed in stocks. Most of the rest would go 
into bonds, the remainder would be 
kept os cash. 

While the rule has proved to be sim- 
plistic, the general nodon is sound. As 
you get older, you probably want a 
smaller and smaller portion of your 
portfolio exposed to the risks of the 
stock market. Soyoumovemoneyoui 
of stocks, or mutual funds that invest 
m stocks, and into safe bonds such as 
U.S. Treasuries. 

Note that even with this traditional 
approach, people in or nearing retire- 
ment still have a substantial invest- 
ment in stocks — 40 percent for a per- 
son of 60, 25 percent for one of 75. 
Over periods of five years or longer, 
stocks almost always outperform 
bands. 

That means the risk of investing in 
stocks is not great if you don't need 
that money for the next five years or 
longer. You can enjoy the higher 
return from stocks without much dan- 
ger of having to sell during a down- 
turn jusz. because you need money to 
live oh. 

Today, if you retire at 65, there’s a 
good chance you’ll live another 30 
years. If you suddenly convert your 
entire portfolio to bonds earning only 
5 or 6 percent, money could get pretty 
tight later on. So a large portion 
should remain in stocks or stock funds 
with hopes of corning 8, 10 or 12 per- 
cent, or even more. 

Here’s the basic strategy I plan to 
use, assuming the markets don't 
change dramatically: 

Keep enough cash on hand to pay 
all living costs for the next one or two 
years. Most of this would be kept in a 
money-market account or fund that 
allows you to write checks. With this 
cushion, you don’t have to worry 
about selling stocks or bonds to meet 
ordinary expenses. 

Keej) enough money in bonds to 
pay living costs for about five years. 
The bonds should have a range of 
maturities from one, two, five years 
and so on. Bonds with longer maturi- 
ties would pay higher yields but be at 
greater risk of losing value if interest 
rates were to rise. But you wouldn't 
have to worry about that too much. 
With this “laddering" approach, some 
bonds mature each year. Those princi- 
pal repayments would replenish the 
money market accounts you draw on 
for regular expenses. That way you

need not worry about having to sell 
bonds before maturity to raise money, 
which could mean a loss if interest 
rates rise and bond prices fall. 

' The rest of the portfolio goes into 
stocks and stock funds. Since you won’t 
need any of that money for at least five 
years, you won’t be forced to sell in a 
temporary downturn; you can ride out 
the stock market’s ordinary dips. 

Stock market risks can also be 
reduced by diversifying among a wide 
variety of stocks and funds, ranging 
from staid, liigh -dividend-paying utili- 
ty stocks to riskier growth and foreign 
stocks. 

Each year, a portion of the stock 
and stock-fund portfolio would be sold 
to replenish the bond portfolio. 

Of course, none of ifiis is ironclad — 
money could change direction. If 
interest rates fell, for example, your 
bond portfolio would rise dramatical- 
ly in value, leaving you with more 
money in bonds than you need. So you 
could sell some bonds and put the 
profits into stocks. 

The key to planning for retirement, 
, I think, is to realize that, with today’s 
long life expectancies, retirees can’t 
expect to just sit on a portfolio of 
bonds and clip coupons. They need 
the better profit-producing potential 
of stocks to assure they keep ahead of 
inflation and have enough when they 
enter their 80s and 90s. ' 

But nobody wants to sweat about 
next month’s grocery money. With a 
good mix of cash, bonds, and stocks, 
you should be able to get a good over- 
all return — and sleep at night.
